Jane Younker who we remember 
very well in young people’s work 
here about 14 years ago. Miss 
Younker is expected to arrive at 
a. mission field in French’ West: 
Africa this month. The following 
is a quotation from a letter she 
wrote to Mrs. Astley. 

“I will be going to Dahomey in 
French West Africa to a little place 
called Sinende. The station is only 
a year old. There is a married cou- 
ple and a single girl there now 
and I am to be the nurse for that 
whole area. The Government owns 
the dispensary, that is the future 
one that is to be there when I get 
there and I am: to work for them. 
They have no doctor or nurse to 
put there so have asked that a 
mission nurse take over the work. 

There are so few nurses.in the 
intrior of Dahomey, the Mission 
could do with dozens more.” Jane 
asks for the prayers of her friends 
as she undertakes this great work 
for Christ. 

‘Jane Younker received her pub- 
lic school education at Roseberry 
before coming to Irma for her grade 
10. She finished her high school 
and took. Bible Training at the 
Prairie Bible Institute at Three 
Hills, Alberta. From there Jane 
went to Portland, Oregon, where 
she trained for a nurse at the Good 
Samaritan hospital. After doing 
further nursing and studving plus 
a trip to Carville,’ Louisiana, to 
visit. the Leprosarium there, she 

for . France, te 30; 1952. 
Since her arrival there She. has 


also visiting places of historical in- 
terest before leaving this month 
for her Mission work at Dahomey. 

Miss Younker’s parents now live 


‘}at Vancouver. Mr. Younker is in 


poor health and in a nursing home.

WHEAT STEM RUST— 


The protection of our wheat crops 

from the fierce attacks of wheat 
stem rust is infinitely more diffi- 
cult! than: it was even imagined to 
be a year or even a few months 
ago. Few people indeed have an 
adequate concept of the complex- 
ity of the problem as it is now re- 
vealed. 

This is a summary of the con- 
sidered views of the most eminent 
and distinguished scientists ih plant 
pathology and physiology, genetics 
and plant breeding from Mexico, 
Canada, the United States and the 
Rockefeller * Foundation, who to- 
gether recently held a three-day 
conference in Winnipeg. What was 
considered a short time. ago to be 
a simple problem of developing a 
new variety of wheat to combat 
what was termed 15-B, now turns 
out fo be the infinitely greater 
problem of producing a wheat that 
will be resistant to already existing 
and innumerable bio-types or com- 
binations of 15-B—each behaving 
differently—and to many other po- 
tential new races of rust which 
nature at any time can, and pro- 
bably will, launch upon our crops.
